Mass Attendance At Dance To Help Kiddies 
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The new egg-grading system 
came into effect on Saturday, 
but so far there is no local grad- 
ing station established to handle 
eggs produced in this district. 
Newmarket merchants are taking 
in ungraded eggs and expect to 
do so until they find out what 
they are legally entitled to do. 

New egg-grading standards re- 
quire producers to have their 
eggs properly graded unless they 
are to be sold direct to the con- 
sumer, W. M. Cockburn, York 
county agricultural representa- 
tive informed The Era this week. 

He said that, with the excep- 
tion of producers grading their 
own eggs for wholesale or retail 
trade, only registered egg-grad- 
ing stations will be permitted to 
grade eggs. This is to keep 
improperly graded eggs off the 
market. At present, the only 
egg-grading station in this dis- 
trict is located in Aurora. 

Efforts are being made to 
induce Newmarket merchants to 
set up a station. However, 
merchants contacted up till now 
are "scary" of the idea, contend-

A communication from ihc 
Industrial Home, Yonge St., re- 
questing the town to give a re- 
duction in its present power rate 
of three cents straight, was 
received by the town council at 
a meeting Monday evening. The 
letter asked for a commercial 
electric power rate. 

"It is a high rate, but we 
supply them with fire protec- 
tion," said Councillor A. IX 
Evans, chairman of the water 
and light committee. Mr. Evans 
said that the town also maintains 
the lines and poles out to the 
Home, which is outside the mun- 
icipality. 

"We would like to get rid of 
the line, giving it to the Hydro," 
he declared. 

'This matter was brought to 
my attention at county council," 
said Reeve Fred Lundy. "The 
commission of the Home would 
like to go back to county council 
and show a reduction in their 
electric light bill. The commiss- 
ion thought the rates had been 
reduced in the town, but that 
wasn't so. 

"I did tell them that they 

would do the council a favor if 
they would link up with the 
Hydro. They're a little generous 
with their lights out there. I 
would suggest they have a little 
care In the use of their lights. 
They are getting as good treat- 
ment as other institutions in the 
county." 

"I'd say let them have it nt our 
commercial rate, even if it means 
no fire protection," said Deputy- 
Reeve Joseph Vale. However, 
the council didn't like that idea. 

"I don't think that they arc 
getting their power at an unfair 
rate," declared Councillor Wm. 
Dixon. The council left it to the 
water and light committee to 
decide what will be done.

'VhurcMU knew exactly what to do and did it 
quickly. Grasping the portable microphone 
which hung from hia left lapel, he held it aloft 
f or all to see and with a dramatic gesture flung 
H to the ground, where it smashed to pieces. 
Facing the crowd he thundered in a fine, clear 
voice: 'Now that we have exhausted . . . the 
resources of science - . . we shall fall back < . • 
upon Mother Nature . . # and do our best!' And 
to the last he held his audience spellbound." 

That makes a nice story, but as the writer 
remembers hearing Mr. Churchill in Toronto at 

the Maple Leaf Gardens about 1931 it was not 
just like that. The writer, present as a private 
individual (paying for his seat), not as a reporter, 
sat away up in "the %ods" and heard hardly half 
of what the great English writer and speaker 
said. 

So we count Winston Churchill as a great 
speaker of today whom we have not heard. We 
have heard him over the radio, of course, from 
the other side of the Atlantic, but we do not think 
that the radio does him justice, for his speeches 
"read" much better than they sound. 

The "Current History and Forum" article goes 
on to say; "The outstanding orators of our time 
have been William Jennings Bryan, Woodrow 
Wilson, Robert M. LaFollette, Franklin D. Roose- 
velt and Winston Churchill." That sounds unfair 
to us: four Americans, one Englishman, and that 
one Englishman claimed as half American. If 
the reference is to English-speaking orators, it 
seems to us that there should be more than one 
Englishman, and that there probably should be 
several representatives of the British dominions. 
Surely the Canadians, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Sir 
George Foster and Rt. Hon. R. B. Bennett, should 
be considered. Probably the other dominions 
could put forward candidates too. 

We conclude with another quotation from the 
same article: "Churchill is superior in intellect 
to Bryan; he has the fire that Wilson lacked; the 
wit absent in LaFollette; and an heroic quality 
that has not yet been employed by Roosevelt."

Those New Yorkers are trying to take our 
simple country doctor. Dr. AUan Roy Dafoe, for 
a ride. Reader's Digest quotes Dr. Dafoe in the 
N. Y. Journal & American and a- comment from 
the New Yorker as follows: Dr. Dafoe, "There 
never has been a system devised to ascertain 
definitely whether an unborn baby will be of one 
sex or the other. Neither is there a way to fore- 
tell the sex of a child before it is born." New 
Yorker, "No, and it's practically impossible to 
tell whether it's going to be a boy or girl." 

Dr. Dafoe, like other newspaper people, prob- 
ably writes in a hurry and it is inevitable that he 
will sometimes make a mistake. What he or his

It la strange how first impres- 
sions stay with us through the 
years, for I think the first time 1 
evcr heard the word Isolation, waa 
when X waa eight years old. 

I can remember my father com- 
ing into our sitting-room one day 
and saying, "There's a whole family 
down with sinall pox, on Russell 
St" and mother's startled look as 
aha asked "How Will they keep tt 
from spreading?" "They're turning 
that old unused school into an 
isolation hospital" he told her, 
"and there are two sisters of St. 
Vincent de Paul and a young doctor 

from Montreal going to nurse 
them." 

There were ten or eleven cases, 
and an epidemic of sore arms from 
the orgy of vaccinating which 
followed, but I had learned a new 
word— "isolation," and I've never 
been able to separate it from its 
association with disease and fever. 

I suppose, anyway, that certain 
times and circumstances make 
words their own. and "isolation" 
nnd "isolationists" occur with al- 
most monotonous regularity in 
these days. 

They are not nice words and I 
do not mean, because they spell 
opposition to the aid to Britain's 
plan— to me, they speak of selfish- 
ness, and narrowness— a putting 
away of all responsibility towards 
one's fellow men. 

In Christ's time the Jewish reli- 
gion was a religion of isolation — 
the Jews wanted to think that to 
them alone would conic the 
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many people can shut themselves 
away from the thought of suffer- 
ing, and nowadays with radio and 
newspaper* what they arc, w« 
cannot shut our ears to the cry 
of the enslaved. 

In mediaeval days a man could 
throw his enemy into a dungeon '".? '.''> 
or torture him— and we hemp ; ;>: 
opproblum upon his memory— JT-v: 
nowadays a single man can put a-* -,- 
whole nation to torture, and be _ , y 

lauded by millions as a hero, & 
conqueror and a deliverer. 

Knowing thls^ — and surely every- 
one knows it, it Is hard to under- 
stand the mentality of the Isola- 
tionist, probably some of these 
men would hate to sec their dog 
or cat tortured, but they can think 
of thousands of . human beings 
treated like animals — and. worse— 
and say, "too bad. but it's none of 
our business." 

It was a murderer who asked. 
"Am I my brother's keeper?" He 
was the first isolationist and we 
can only hope that to the isolation- 
ists of the present day, will come 
a vision of the narrowing, harden- 
ing effect of shutting oneself 
away from the privilege of helping 
one's fellow men.

For that's what I'M called rfp\v 
that I've returned after a" stop- 
over in the States : -jpf 40 years, 
although I got the feel of things 
at once — something we Britishers 
never seem to lose— my own, my 
native land* And, being a farm- 
er at heart, I spent a Wonderful 
day yesterday at the convention 
of the Ontario Crop Improve- 
ment Association, and the Ont- 
ario provincial winter fair seed 
show. (Convention * held . Feb. 
10-14 in Toronto.) 

The King Edward hotel, with 

its Edwardian air of quiet repose, 
was astir with a quiet busyness 
when I arrived and soon found 
my way to the second floor, 
where two large rooms had been 
set aside for exhibits. 

And the first samples to greet 
my eyes were potatoes. Lovely 
potatoes. Beautiful potatoes. 
Just the right size for easy 
handling as I "hefted" them at 
once. And each and every one 
ready for the oven or pot, with 
their jackets scrubbed clean, so 
that the nutriment will not be 
lost as it is when the peelings 
are thick. How I gloated over 
the smooth, thin-skinned Dool- 
eys, the Chippewas, and our own 
York county Katahdins. It may- 
have been a passing shadow, but 
I swear that another sample of a 
different variety blinked a deep, 
pink eye at me as I replaced it 
in its own particular corner. 
And the helpful circulars from 
the government advising about 
the blight and insect control, as 
well as the growth and culture 
of potatoes from registered seed. 

Then I became aware of the 
many samples of oats. So many 
containers, all around the room, 
that one felt that the farmers 
were still oat-minded in spite of 
this mechanical age. And mostly 
long, thin hulls rather than the 
chunky oats I had always 
imagined ended as "rolled oats" 
for our breakfast cereal— por- 
ridge, of course.. 

And then the corn. How beau- 
tiful were the many shades of 
cream, yellow and orange— no 
doubt the reason for my favorite 
colors all these years. As I gazed 
at the soy beans, so suitably 
named, "Mandarin" and "Pag- 
oda," I couldn't help but marvel 
at the evenness of the size of 
those in the container sent in by 
the grower who was not per- 
mitted to compete, as he had won 
too many prizes in the past. 
Other samples on display were 
wheat, barley, rye, buckwheat, 
peas, clover and timothy. 

Only an expert could tell the 
difference in the exhibits sent in 
from the counties, and the groups 
from the various sections of the 
province, showing how clever the 
farmers are in selecting the 
varieties best suited to their own 
particular climate and soil. 

The "Yellow Room" was just 
as interesting, if not more, for 
here we found the samples sent 
in by the Junior Farmers. Prizes 
from first to fifth. And' the 
atmosphere of pride over that 
section of the, room was definite 
and unmistakable. I exulted as 
I read over the tags written out 
oy the boys themselves^names 
and post office addresses, entry 
numbers and varieties, but not 
the number of bushels per acre 
or the county iii which they were 
located. ...» 

Long rows of small, open bags 
filled with grain over which 
hovered the growers in earnest 
conversation, filled the rest of 
the room, except for one most 
interesting corner. The corner 
presided over by Miss Hull from 
the branch of the Ontario depart- 
ment of agriculture, here in: 
town showed samples of sprmtl- 
M grain to induce the farmers 
to test their sevt\ groin for ger- 
mination before planting. A cir- 
cular explains in detail how this 
Is.to be done, so that time, labor, 
money, thought and care may be 
expended only on grain that will 
produce strong, healthy plants, 
bo practical and sensible, that 
we feel sure that this spring will 
see many a sunny window -of 
iarmnous.es given 
testing of grain. 

The afternoon meetings

: Not being a member, as yet, of 
the; association, I sat near ths 
back, so "that I had a good chance 
to observe my fellow men. And 
such men. Most of them long 

and lean, well-tailored and well- 
groomed.-. Thoroughbreds. Men 
who have worked against heavy 
odds all of their lives, sitting 
there with calm assurance, fear- 
less and steady-eyed, ready for 
the many problems, new and old, 
that may arise at any time. I 

shall be proud to be associated 

with such a group, interested 
only in quality seed and quality 
stock. It is a good life— farming. 
We were glad, too, that the 
speakers gave the meetings an 
international tone when they 
spoke of experiments going on 
in Ohio, Russia and even Ger- 
many. We came away with the 
feeling that a good time was had 
by ail. Most pleasant and edu- 
cational.

their contracts and couldn't 
make an exception in the case of 
Newmarket. However, he said 
that such a thing as the mayor 

described never had happened in 
all his experience as an engineer. 

The town solicitor, N. L. 
Mathews, K. C, introduced a by- 
law which called for the exten- 
sion of the waterworks system 
by the construction of a deep 
well and pumping equipment. 
Cost would he $18,000, which 
would be met by issuing deben- 
tures upon approval of the well 
by the department of health. 

The contract calls for not less 
than 150 gallons a minute up to 

350 gallons a minute. Cost of 
the minimum flow would amount 
to $13,200 or $88 per gallon. 
Cost of the maximum flow would 
be $17,200. For a flow between 
the minimum and maximum the 
price would vary between these 
two figures. Both costs include 
pumps and necessary equipment, 
said Mr. Mathews. 

Sinking a test-hole would cost 
$2 a foot, not to exceed $600, plus 
transportation of rig and crew. 
"If we go ahead with the well. 
we don't pay for the test-hole. ,T 
said Mr. Mathews. 

Councillor Wm. Dixon con- 
tended that if the present well, 
which has a 60-gallon flow, dried 
up as a result of construction of 
the new well "you are going to 
pay for 60 gallons of water which 
you already have. He would 
only have to produce another 90 
eallons to get his minimum of 
150 gallons." 

"The chances are that we will 
get a first-class well there," said 
Deputy-Reeve Vale. 'There is 
no other expense but the well. 
We won't have to lay pipe, be- 
cause there is a main 20 feet 
from the well." 

Councillor Evans said that the 
flow of the well has been 



brought from 30 gallons a min- 
ute to 60 gallons a minute in bn% 
year.
